In April, 1934, the registra- 
tion figure for trucks was 38,882. 
The estimate for May, based on 
reports received thus far, remains 
38,000, slightly under the figure 
for last month 

Passenger car sales for May, 
1934, are 2.79 per cent less than 
the sales for April of this year, 
according to reports received 
from 23 states, representing 35.38 
per cent of the United States. 
This decline is due, somewhat,

Saranac Inn., N. Y., June 
19.—With the hotel booked 
to capacity, and many of the 
adjoining cottages filled, the 


annual SAE meeting is now 
half completed. This far greatest 
interest has centered in the 
streamline session, which at- 
tracted a large crowd this even- 
ing. George L. McCain’s paper 
on the “Dynamics of Automobile 
Design” was well received but 
was the occasion for some lively 
adverse discussions. He  con- 
tended that the reduction in wind 
resistance attained on the airflow 
designs is greater than the test 
results reported indicate. 

Rain this morning dampened 
the ardor of the golfers but 
helped attendance at the sessions 
whereas the fine weather of yes- 
terday had the reverse result. 
Nevertheless the Monday morn- 
ing sessions found plenty of at- 
tentive listeners. 

Dr. Abbott’s talk on “Noise 
Measurement” proved instructive 
and brought questions and com- 
ment from G. T. Stanley, Ferdin- 
and Jehle, E. G. Gunn, A. M. 
Wolf, Joseph A. Anglada, J. H. 
Hunt and R. F. Norris. Both 
speaker and discussors dwelt on 
the complexity of the noise meas- 
urement problem and on the dif- 
ficulties of evaluating results, es- 
pecially as there is a lack of 
agreement concerning the noise 
level or intensity that is permis- 
sible under various conditions. 

Attendance was small at the 
session addressed by J. M. Orr on 
“Accident Control in Fleet Opera- 
tion,” but the paper was well re- 
ceived and provoked many com- 
ments. David Beecroft reported 
on safety council matters re- 
cently discussed in Washington 
conferences. 

Austin Wolf’s paper on “Light- 
ness in Truck Design” was well 
liked and brought quite a general 
agreement that lighter trucks 
are needed and offer material

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Michigan Law 
To Require All 
Safety Glass 


Pittsburgh, Pa., June 19.— All 
new passenger automobiles and 
trucks registered in Michigan 
must be equipped throughout with 
safety glass, under a law enacted 
in 1931 which will become effec- 
tive July 1, 1934. Michigan, ac~ 
cording to a survey made by the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co., is the 
first state where complete safety 
glass equipment is required for 
all new motor vehicles, although 
in Massachusetts, safety glass 
has been a requirement since the 
beginning of this year for the 
windshields of all new cars, 
trucks and buses. 

Besides Michigan, which was 
the first state to pass such legis- 
lation, seven other states have 
recognized the importance of 
safety glass for private passen- 
ger cars, and have enacted laws 
accordingly:

. Montreal, Can., June 19.—Fig- 
ures from Ottawa, revealing 
marked increases in Canadian 
motor car production so far this 
year, also show large gains in 
export business.

Domestic activity has also been 
gratifying and is still on the up- 
ward climb, as indicated by fig- 
ures just released from General 
Motors of Canada, Ltd, at 
Oshawa, Ont. An interesting 
item in the Oshawa figures is the 
statement that by the first of 
June, 5,000 more General Motors 
cars had been delivered than dur- 
ing the whole of 1933.

McClintock has 
done some researching as to the 
visibility of outdoor advertising 
and he figures it out that on the 
principal routes of travel in this 
country that outdoor signs catch 
the eyes of more than 50 per cent 
of the automobile passengers, 
50 per cent of the pedestrians and 
25 per cent of the street car 
passengers. 





Industry Loans 
Bill Is Slashed 


Washington, June 19.— Four 
hundred and forty million dollars 
in Federal funds reposes in the 
national treasury today to the 
credit of American industry and 
business. It may be drawn upon 
by individual firms to the extent 
of $1,000,000 that they may have 
a quick means of capital relief in 
order to keep going in the face 
of exhaustion of normal credit re- 
sources. 

This disposition of RFC funds 
in this amount is provided in the 
quick enactment of industry 
loans legislation by both branches 
of Congress on Saturday. In its 
final form, the bill was cut $90,- 
000,000 below the sum fixed by 
the Senate when it passed the 
measure originally. 





Rubber Consumption 
Shows Decline in May 


New York, June 19.—Consump- 
tion of crude rubber by manufac- 
turers in the United States for 
May amounted to 43,012 long 
tons, which compares with 44,947 
long tons for April. May con- 
sumption shows a decrease of 4.3 
per cent under April and 2.4 per 
cent below May a year ago, ac- 
cording to statistics released by 
the Rubber Mfrs. Assn. Con- 
sumption for May (1933) was re- 
ported to be 44,074 (revised) long 
tons. 

This organization reports im- 
ports of crude rubber for May to 
be 47,954 long tons, an increase 
of five per cent over April and 
74 per cent above May 1933. 


U.S. Leads World 


In Road Building 
Washington, June 19.—With 3,- 
042,780 miles of highway, the 
United States outranks any other 
world political subdivision in this 
respect, according to a study of 
world highways just completed 
by the automotive division of the 
U. S. Department of Commerce. 
Russia, with a recorded 1,682,- 
109 miles of highways, is the sec- 
ond ranking country, the study 
reveals. The road mileage of 145 
countries and political subdivis- 
ions comprising the survey aggre- 
gates a grand total of 9,152,282.

The automobile industry con- 
tributes two members to the per- 
manent board of 21 in the per- 
sons of Alfred P. Sloan, president 
of the General Motors Corp., and 
John J, Raskob. Its closely linked 
ally, the petroleum industry, pro- 
vides another in Walter C. Tea- 
gle, president of the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey. 

The influence of business in fix- 
ing the character of the “re- 
arrangement” will be definite and 
positive. The board of 21 will be 
given a free hand in the formula- 
tion of the program it believes 
will be most effective in achiev- 
ing the fundamental objective of 
further restoring the Nation’s 
purchasing power. Without sur- 
rendering or modifying its right 
to pass judgment upon the effect 
of such a program on the public 
interest, the Government assures 
the advisory board an unbiased 
hearing on the subject of NRA’s 
revision. 

July 1 is set as the tentative 
date for the moving into Wash- 
ington of the five permanent 
NRA _ counsellors’ representing 
business and industry.

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Hudson Shows 
Sharp Gain For 
First 5 Months 





Detroit, June 19—Hudson Mo- 
tor Car Co. for May and for the 
first five months of the current 
year registered a sharp gain in 
production as compared with the 
corresponding period last year, 
according to figures made public 
today by Roy D. Chapin, presi- 
dent of the company. 

May production aggregated 
11,782 cars, an increase of 5,936 
cars, or 101.5 per cent compared 
with the total of 5,846 cars re- 
ported for May last year. The 
output was also the largest re- 
ported for any corresponding 
month since 1930. 


For the five months ended May 
31, 1934, the company produced 
60,745 cars, an increase of 267 per 
cent compared with output of 
16,557 cars in the corresponding 
period last year. In addition to 
being the largest output reported 
for any similar period since 1930 
the five months production this 
year exceeded the total produc- 
tion for each of the years 1933, 
1932 and 1931. 


A substantial increase in sales 
of cars was noted in the last two 
weeks of May, Chapin said, this 
being due to the inauguration on 
May 22 of lower prices on the 
Terraplane Challenger series, for 
which an increased demand is re- 
ported from virtually all sections 
of the country, as evidenced by 
actual sales to the public. Pre- 
liminary reports for the week 
ending June 2 show gains of 
from 25 to as much as 90 per 
cent in actual retail sales, as 
compared with the previous week, 
in numerous of the larger cities 
of the country, he said.

Flint, Mich., June 19.—Buick 
marked up another gain in retail 
deliveries during the first 10 days 
of June as compared with the 
previous 10-day period and 
showed more than 30 per cent in- 
crease over the corresponding 
period a year ago, according to 
figures released today by W. F. 
Hufstader, general sales man- 
ager of the Buick Motor Co. 

Reversing the usual trend for 
this period, Buick dealers in the 
United States delivered 2,125 cars 
to retail customers during the 
first 10 days of June as compared 


with 2,111 in the last 10 days of 
May and 1,579 in the first 10 days 
of June last year, Hufstader 
said. 


Stewart-Warner Reports 
Sales on the Upgrade 


Chicago, June 19.—Sales of the 
Stewart-Warner Corp. have been 
sharply on the upgrade this year 
to date, it is announced by Joseph 
E. Otis jr., president. For the 
first five months they showed a 
gain of 154 per cent over the 
same period in 1933, he added, 
while the second quarter thus far 
is running 136 per cent ahead of 
the second quarter last year. 

Every division of the corpora- 
tion’s sales operations is turning 
in an increase of 100 per cent or 
better, it is said. Otis was optim- 
istic on profit possibilities, point- 
ing out that the company will be 
benefited by the expiration of 
four contracts on which a sub- 
stantial sum has been lost in the 
past.

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Plymouth Sales 
Increase After 
Price Slashes 


Detroit, June 19.—Orders for 
Plymouth cars climbed steadily 
ahead of production this week as 
a result of the price reductions 
recently announced, according to 
H. G. Moock, general sales man- 
ager. 

Retail sales also showed an in- 
crease for the week ended June 
9, over the preceding week before 
the reductions became effective. 

“The price reductions are stim- 
ulating business,” Moock stated. 
“Orders have increased to well 
above the production mark. The 


factory is scheduled for  pro- 
duction of 1,800 units daily. 
Plymouth deliveries for the

Plymouth Hits 
Production Peak 


Detroit, June 19.—The Plym- 
outh Motor Corp. threw its fac- 
tory “wide open” here today to 
meet an unprecedented mid-sum- 
mer demand for new _  auto- 
mobiles. The factory turned out 
a total of 1898 units in the past 
twenty-four hours, a new all-time 
production record for the corpo- 
ration. The previous peak pro- 
duction mark was 1,885 units es- 
tablished May 22 this year. 

With orders running far ahead 
of production, the factory is 
manufacturing approximately 1,- 
900 units daily. Recent price re- 
duction and an increase in vaca- 
tion travel precipitated the huge 
demand for new cars, according 
to D. S. Eddins, vice-president 
and general manager. 





Another One-Cent Cut 
In Chicago Gas War 


Chicago, June 19.— The gaso- 
line price merry-go-round, which 
has assumed the proportions of 
a price war in Chicago, con- 
tinued Wednesday with announce- 
ment of another one cent a 
gallon reduction. As usual, Stan- 
dard Oil Co. of Indiana took the 
lead, with Shell, Pure Oil and 
other major companies following 
suit. The scale now, including 
tax, is 15.3 cents a gallon for 
the regular brand and 13.8 cents 
for the third grade. 


Explaining the move, Stan- 
dard Oil Co. issued a statement 
declaring that the reduction, the 
fourth adjustment in 10 days, 
was forced by the necessity of 
meeting competition. 


Another Tax Boost 


Atlanta, Ga., June 19 (UTPS).— 
If a new tax measure approved by 
the Atlanta City council is signed 
by Mayor James L. Key, auto- 
mobile and wholesale tire dealers 
will have an advance of $50.00 a 
year in taxes. The measure pro- 
vides that the city tax on auto- 
mobile dealers be increased from 
$150 to $200 a year and that the 
tax on wholesale tire dealers be 
increased the same amount.

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Bohn Research 
Develops New 


Aluminum Uses 





Detroit, June 19.—That we are 
on the eve of several important 
announcements of new develop- 
ments in the handling of alumi- 
num in connection with some 
particular phases of automobile 
engine design, is the belief of en- 
gineers who have been closely 
following recent activities in the 
engineering laboratories of both 
the car manufacturers and the 
specialists in aluminum alloys. 
The marked success which has 
attended the adoption of the 
aluminum cylinder head during 
the past two years is only the 
beginning of what may be ex- 
pected, according to a statement 
made today by Charles B. Bohn, 
president of the Bohn Aluminum 
& Brass Corp. 

According to this authority, the 
full advantages of the aluminum 
cylinder head are only gained 
when the combustion chamber of 
the engine is designed particu- 
larly to suit the characteristics 
of this metal. 

Recent developments in the Bohn 
laboratory have now reached a 
point which have brought us to 
the eve of announcements re- 
garding cylinder head design 
which it is claimed will be highly 
important not only to automotive 
engineers but to the public as 
well, because of the resulting 
gains in performance and econ- 
omy as measured by a greater 
number of miles to the gallon of 
gasoline. 

As a still further matter of in- 
terest in the consideration of 
aluminum alloy use, it is reported 
on very good authority that a 
highly improved method of con- 
necting rod design has also been 
evolved. All of these develop- 
ments, it is pointed out, are 
strictly in line with the trend to- 
ward higher engine speed and 
higher power output, generally 
acknowledged to be definitely un- 
der way.
